POLITICAL PURPOSE 
LAID TO NEW DEAL 


Claims Policy Gives In- 
direct Aid to Russians 
and Will Lead to Trouble 


NEW YORK, Dec. 14.—(UP)— 
Major General Van Horn Mose- 
ley, retired, commander of the 
Fourth Corps Area, today attack- 
ed proposals for a “gigantic na- 
tional defense program” as “prop- 
aganda of war.” 

Mey «nme our present weak- 
ness,” the general said in a speech 
prepafed for delivery at the an- 
nual meeting of the New York 
Board of Trade, “is in the fear 
and hysteria being engendered 
among the American people for 
the political purpose of finding 
justification for enormous expen- 
ditures under the guise of national 
defense.” , 

Three-Point Program. 

The general suggested this 
three-point program to keep the 
t.ation out of war; 

1, A settlement with Japan to 
fnsure a lasting. peace in the Pa- 
cific witheincreasing trade for the 
United States: ° 

2. A mind « our - own - - business 
policy in Europe. 

3. A. campaign at home “to 
drive out domestic enemies.” 

The address throughout bristled 
with criticism of the administra- 
tion’s foreign and domestic poli- 
cies and carried forward the rea- 
soning in the general’s statement 
of September 30 in which he re- 
buked the New Deal for “untried 
theories” which “endanger the 
United States from within.” 

Reprimand Incident. 

The September 30 statement, is- 
sued on the’occasion of the gener- 
al’s retirement from active serv- 
ice, brought a sharp reprimand 
from Secretary of War Woodring 
who accused the general of dis- 
loyalty. 

The general described the gov- 
ernment’s foreign policy today as 
one of “injecting ourselves in a 
most irritating way into the in- 
ternal affairs of certain neighbors 
and thus storing up for ourselves 
future difficulties which one day 
may lead to war.” 

The American people, he believ- 
ed, do not want war and one way 
to avoid it is to reach an under- 
standing with Japan. 

The speaker believed that the 
United States should rescognize 
Japan’s sphere of influence in the

72-Week Dispute Ended 
by Agreement Obtained 
by Labor Commissioner. 


Commissioner of Labor Ben T. 
Huiet yesterday announced that 
his office has obtained approval 
of an agreement settling the strike 
of retail clerks in Kessler’s At- 
lanta store, a strike which has 
drawn out for 72 weeks—nearly 
a year and a half. 

The commissioner, who has 
been mediating the situation for 
several weeks, declared that the 
strike has been terminated to the 
satisfaction of the company and 
the employes. Five stores are 
operated by the company but only 
the Atlanta unit has been pick- 
eted: The settlement ends the 
picketing. 

The formal statement of Huiet, 
announcing settlement of the 
strike, follows: 

“I am very happy that the 
Kessler labor dispute has been 
settled to the mutual satisfaction 
of all concerned, and I am sure 
the settlement of this long-stand- 
ing dispute will prove beneficial 
to both parties. Also I feel that 
the general public will be bene- 
fited and will demonstrate their 
spirit of co-operation.” 

In connection with the settle- 
ment, B. H. Whitehead, represent- 
ing the union, said: 

“The union is very glad to sct- 
tle this long, drawn-out dispute, 
which has been ended principally 
through the efforts of the State 
Department of Labor.

F ranco Victory _Would Be 
Contrary to Our Inter- 
ests, He Hears.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—Re- 
gardless of the unofficial character 
of his visit, former British Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Eden has re- 
ceived intimations that the Roose- 
velt administration believes vic- 
tory for Generalissimo Franco in 
Spain would be contrary to United 
States interests, it was learned to- 
night. 

He has also heard plain speak- 
ing, always friendly, it was learn- 
ed, concerning the prevailing 
American attitude toward the 
British government’s Spanish pol- 
icy. It is believed, on. the eve of 
his departure for New York, that 
the most pressing message he. will 
carry home will be one of Amer- 
ican antagonism to a Franco tri- 
umph, with its implications: re- 
garding a possible new, important 
base for Germany and Italy. 

Officials of influence, here, who 
have spoken out candidly on the 
Spanish issue and on Britain’s role 
there, as they visualize it, and who 
have been equally frank in qués- 
tioning Eden, have taken into ac- 
count that beforé many months 
elapse, King George VI may ‘ask 
Anthony Eden to form a new Brit- 
‘ish cabinet. 

They base this supposition on 
their conviction that British re- 
sistance of totalitarian expansion 
will stiffen and that, in that event, 
Eden would be the logical succes- 
sor of Prime Minister Chamber- 
lain. 

During the day he met infor-

Governor Hints New 
Taxes in His Speech at 
Milledgeville Dedication

The board of managers of the 
Association of County Commis- 
sioners of Georgia proposed yes- 
terday that the legislature abandon 
the state’s five mill ad valorem 
tax and let counties boost their 
individual property levies to com- 
pensate exemption losses. 

The resolution, dirrected to the 
general assembly, put the group 
on record as favoring also support 
of “reasonable legislation designed 
)to replace to the state the revenue 
heretofore derrived by the ad va- 
lorem property tax levy.” 

Rivers at Milledgeville. 

Governor Rivers, who has been 
holding conferences with legisla- 
tors outlining needs for approxi- 
mately $8,600,000 if the state is to 
complete its “little new deal” pro- 
gram, was at Milledgeville for 
dedication of the state hospital ex- 
Baoan plans. He was represented 

y aides as having no crane sel 
the resolution. 

Speaker Roy Harris of the a 
house of representatives, also in 
Milledgeville for the dedication, 
said he likewise had no comment. 
Both had touched on the forth- 
coming legislative session in 
speeches at Milledgeville earlier in 
the day. 

Governor Rivers, Harris and 
Senate President John Spivey in 
brief talks predicted that the leg- 
islature would solve financial 
problems of the state welfare de- 
partment. Rivers reiterated belief 
that the “legislature of Georgia 
will in the future, as it has done 
in the past, enact such legislation 
as necessary to carry through the 
present program to completion.” 

No Recommendations. 

The governor, in his conferences 
with legislators to sound sentiment 
before the January session, has 
made no &pecific recommendations 
on raising revenues, merely de- 
voting his remarks to outlining 
the problems that face the body. 

The commissioners’ resolutions 
declared that such a move as they 
recommend would “reduce taxes 
as a whole,” and, in addition, 
“make unnecessary the uniformity 
of assessments throughout the 
state.” 

“The county levying authori- 
ties,” the paper said, “could. then 
determine themselves what gov- 
ernmental services their local peo- 
ple want and increase their tax 
levies accordingly.” 

It also was resolved to hold 
meetings by congressional  dis- 
tricts prior to the legislative ses- 
sion “to acquaint the commission- 
ers and-legislators with the needs 
of the counties and get their sup- 


port for this program.”

Mayor Fiorello H. LaGuardia, of 
New York, told the American 
Farm Bureau Federation today 
economic maladjustment had cre- 
ated a greater emergency in 
America than did the World War 
and suggested that the nation “cut 
out partisan politics” to meet it.

SYPHILIS BATTLE 
OF STATE PRAISED 


U. S. Health Service Head 
Describes Great Gains 


Made Against Disease. 


Flying from New Orleans to 
Washington, Dr. Thomas M. Par- 
ran, surgeon general of the 
United States Public Health Serv- 
ice, paused in Atlanta long enough 
yesterday to say that more prog- 
ress had been made in the war 
against syphilis in the last year or 
so than against any other disease 
in a like period. 

Parran, who put the qnce-for- 
bidden word on the front pages of 
every newspaper, in women’s 
magazines and on the air, said 
progress had been achieved main- 
ly by bringing the disease out of 
sacrosanct darkness into the open, 
and educating the people as to its 
results, prevention and cure. 

He declared Glynn and two ad- 
jacent Georgia counties were do- 
ing the finest bit of syphilis erad- 
ication work in the nation, and 
praised the state and county 
health boards for their co-opera- 
tion with the federal government 
in making such work possible. 

Parran had spoken on rural 
health before the American Farm 
Bureau Federation in New Or- 
leans. 

“IT am against. socialized medi- 
cine as the term is generally un- 
derstood,” he said. “There is no 
thought behind the idea of so- 
cializing the medical profession. 

“However, we urgently need 
better public health services and 
better medica] care for those un- 
able to provide it for themselves. 
That responsibility rests primari- 
ly on local agencies, helped, of 
course, by state and federal gov- 
ernments. Each community must 
work out its own health ‘pro- 
gram.

Roosevelt Asked To Make

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 14.— 
The Southern Baptist Conven-

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AMERICAN SOLIDARITY 
Every indication, each news report,’ so far

Secretary of State Cordell Hull, United States 
representative, has inspired a feeling of full 
cenfidence in the peoples of neighboring Amer- 
ican nations during his tenure in the cabinet. 
Reports stating that the solidarity agreement, 
providing for consultation among all American 


‘nations in event the sovereignty or political in- 


stitutions of any one of them is threatened by 
an outside force, follows closely the lines first 
suggested by Secretary Hull is further tribute to 
the respect for his ideas felt by the leaders of 
the South American nations, 

Add to this the probable consummation of a 
program of tariff reduction between these vari- 
ous American nations, and the way is well- 
paved for a desirable collaboration and concen- 
tration of mutual interest, by every nation on 
the American continents. 

Added impetus to the development of this 
rapprochement is found in the announcement 
of a new loan of $15,000,000, made in New York, 
for the further extension and improvement of 
United States-owned lines of communication in 
South America. 

Nothing can be more important, in this era 
of old-world jealousies, of strange new govern- 
mental theories and practices, of international 
and racial hatreds, than the binding together 


of all American nations in a close-knit group, 


dedicated to mutual co-operation and to the 
protection of these western continents against 
the attack or infiltration of anti-democratic 
powers. or beliefs. | 

The front line in democracy’s fast developing 
struggle for existence against the waves of to- 
talitarian enslavement may be the remaining 
democracies of the old world, France, Great 
Britain and the countries of north Europe. But 
the great stronghold of democracy, the area 
where its seeds have flourished and become 
towering oaks of human independence, is today 
in America. By strengthening the ties between 
all Americans, of whatever nation, and by 
neighborly co-operation in mutual defense and 
mutual development, there may develop in all 
the Americas such a passion for democratic 
ideals and such a strength of democratic prin- 
ciple that foreign ideologies will fall back, fu- 
tile and impotent, like tiny ripples of the ocean 
against a rockbound coast.

in America, it must find its root in the schools, 
and upon the college campuses, among the 
youth of the land who carry the fate of new 
generations within them. Unless the acceptance 
of art is instilled in youth, there is little like- 
lihood of it taking strong hold of the more adult 
spirit of man. 

Therefore an experiment which was begun 
last fall at the University of Georgia, in Athens, 
becomes of primary importance.

Atlantans, and other north Georgians, who

St. Simons Island, Sea Island or Brunswick, . 


have always regarded that area as a resort most 
blessed by nature and least contaminated by the 
weaknesses and foolishness of man. 

There was, therefor, a feeling of rather 
shocked regret when charges were heard, 
emanating from the island itself, to the effect 
that vice ran rampant there and gambling, 
bootlegging and other frowned-upon activities 
formed a large segment of the island industry. 

There was, of course, the tragedy of the mur- 
der of the Rev. Charles H. Lee, rector of the 
historic Christ church, upon the island, to lend 
color to the accusations. That crime was gen- 
erally held by local officials to be a result of 
the rector’s fearless war on the alleged vice 
conditions. 

aThen, following developments and arrests in 
connection with this homicide, there was held 
a mass meeting of island citizens. At this first 
mass meeting a committee was named to in- 
vestigate the alleged gambling and other vice 
on the island. The committee reported at a 
second meeting of the perturbed citizenry. 
Résolutions, at this second meeting, were adopt- 
ed calling on the Glynn county commissioners 
to suppress slot machines, to increase the police 
force on the island and to regulate signboards 
along the island highways. 

The commissioners acted upon these resolu- 
tions. Among other things they banned all slot 
machines and other forms of gambling from 
the island. . 

Then the citizens held a third mass meeting. 
And what happened? 

They adopted resolutions declaring there is 
not now, nor has there ever been, any vice on 
the island, “that this is the cleanest.and love- 
liest resort in the country,” that, though open 


gambling tables had been permitted in an ef-. 


fort to attract tourists, they had been volun- 
tarily abolished on Labor Day, that it was un- 
necessary to bring up discussion of a condition 
which “did not exist” at the previous meeting, 
and that the demand for abolition of gambling 
be stricken from the minutes of the previous 
meeting. 3 

So, the county commissioners of Glynn are 
left in the position of having acceded to de- 
mands, made at a citizens’ meeting, which were 
later expunged and, officially, declared never 
made. 


In reference to the abandonment of gam- 
bling on Labor. Day, so well spoken of in the 
newest resolutions, it might be noted that the 
resort season fn south Georgia comes to a form- 
al end, each year, on Labor Day. It remains to 
be seen whether it will be possible to risk a 
chancy nickel in a slot machine on the island 
next season. |

' complete, is beginning to take

Our first need, therefore, is a new and more natural mental 
attitude. 

Nobody really likes work until habit chains him in a rut. It 
has always been one of the necessary evils. The r worked from 
necessity and everybody envied the “idle rich.” Even the most in- 
dustrious dreamed of making their pile so they could retire. That 
is the age-old and natural attitude, and the only reason work now 
seems a privilege is because jobs are scarce. 

Let us admit that work is a hardship and a dreary nuisance and 
observe how the situation clears up. 

Some official says there are twelve million jobless men; the last 
available report says there are thirteen million women “gainfully 
employed.” There you have the problem’s solution. 

If there is a choice between bearing a hardship and not bearing 
it, should not the women be the ones to escape it? 

If millions must take life easy and live at public expense, in a 
land where the unwritten law requires that women and children 
be given first consideration, should not women be the ones to enjoy 
this advantage?

A devout man 
and a believer in humanity, a B> 
ble always lay by the side of la\ 
books and papers on his desk. 

Born in Paulding county, and 
educated in the public’ schools 
there, Griffith was admitted to the 
bar in 1892. Before his appoint- 
ment as commissioner, he had 
served for 18 years as mayor of 
Buchanan, Haralson county, and 
a term as solicitor general of the 
Tallapoosa circuit superior court. 

Several months ago, Judge Grif- 
fith swore in Walter Matthews, of 
Buchanan, his former law partner, 
as an assistant United States at- 
torney. The act, Judge Griffith said, 
gave him more pleasure than any 
official act he had performed in 
his life. Matthews, his old friend 
and partner, was out of town yes- 
terday when Griffith died. 


Fearless as Prosecutor. 


As solicitor general, Griffith 
built up a reputati6n as a fearless 
prosecutor, and law enforcement 
officer, and gained recognition for 
his prosecution of those implicated 
in the slaying of Mrs. Robert 
Stewart, wife of a Draketown 
Methodist minister. 


A Baptist, he was a leader in 
the work of his church in north- 
west Georgia, and served as. su- 
perintendent of the Baptist Sun- 
day school 4t Buchanan for many 
years. 


His wife, the former Miss Sallie 
D. Harris, whom he married in 
1895, died several years ago. 

Among other public. offices, 
Griffith sat for two terms in the 
Georgia house of representatives, 
and one term in the state senate.

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s FDR. WILL STRESS 
— LAWIMPROVEMENT 


Will Not Recommend a 
‘Lot of New Stuff,’ Ma- 
jority Leader Declares 
After White House Talk 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—(UP) 
President Roosevelt will confine 
his program for the seventy-sixth 
congress largely to improving 
existing New Deal laws and will 
not recommend a “lot of new 
stuff,” Senate Majority Leader 
Alben W. Barkley, Democrat, 
Kentucky, said today after a White 
House conference. 

He said that he discussed with 


the President the subject of taxes, 
proposed changes in the Wagner 
labor act, the farm program, na- 
tional defense and kindred prob- 
lems. The conversation was gen- 
eral, he said, and no final deci- 
sions were reached. The chief 
executive is to review the legisla- 
tive situation next week with oth- 
er congressional lieutenants, in- 
cluding Vice President John N. 
Garner. 

“We had a frank discussion,” 
Barkley told reporters. “I believe 
the program will be confined 
largely to amending and correct- 
ing existing laws. I doubt if there 
will be a lot of new stuff.” 

He did not reveal what New 
Deal laws will be up for amend- 
ment, He also was vague on the 
subject of taxes, saying merely 
that it probably will be necessary, 
for revenue purposes, to continue 
certain “nuisance” levies that are 
due to expire. He doubted that 
new legislation would be needed 
to carry out the administration’s 
naval expansion program, but said 
a different situation exists con- 
cerning its army, aviation and 
anti-aircraft plans. 

While he was agreeable to de- 
mands by Senator James J. Byrnes, 
Democrat, South Garolina, who 
piloted the government reorgani- 
zation bill through the senate last 
session only to see it killed in the 
house, that the legislation be re- 
vived in the house at the coming 
session, Barkley warned against a 
Situation which would create a 
legislative _ + jam. 

He did not see as a New Deal 
defeat the rejection by tobacco 
and rice farmers of crop. control 
provisions included in the new 
farm act. 

The neutrality act was not sur- 
veyed, Barkley said, because Mr. 
Roosevelt is to discuss it soon with 
Chairman Pittman, Democrat, Ne- 
vada, of the senate foreign rela- 
tions committee.

Personally ...I feel that this 
propaganda of war hysteria is a 
crime.”

Drop From 60.2 .Per Cent 
Revealed in Compilation of 
November 8 Ballots. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—() 
A countrywide compilation show- 
today that Democrats polled 4¥ 

r cent of the vote for members 
of the house of representatives in 
the November 8 election. Repub- 
licans received 47.8 per cent, and 
minor party candidates 3.2 per 
cent. 

The Democratic figure fell from 
60.2 per cent of the party’s presi- 
dential vote in 1936 and 53.4 per 
cent of the vote’'for representa- 
tives in 1934. 

The tabulation, compiled prin- 
cipally from officially certified 
returns, showed the 1938 vote for 
representatives aggregated 35,- 
815,720. This was the largest ever 
recorded in an off-year election. 
Democratic candidates réceived 
17,559,081 ‘ga Republicans 17,- 
129,557, an@ other candidates 
1,127,082. ! 

Republicans achieved their 
greatest gains in the east and 
midwest, polling 51 per cent of 
the vote in both sections. In 1936, 
they received only 40.4 per cent 
of the presidential vote in the 
east, and in 1934 they polled 43.3 
per cent of the vote for repre- 
sentatives. In the midwest, the 
party received only 38.4 per cent 
of the 1936 vote and 43.3 per cent 
of the 1934 vote. 

Democrats maintained plurali- 
ties in the west, with 51.9 per cent 
of the total vote, and in the south, 
with 77.3 per cent. , 

In. 1936 the Democrats received 
66.0 per cent of the western vote 
against 54 per cent in 1934. The 
party’s 1938 percentage in the 
south compared with 75.4 per cent 
in 1936 and 77 per cent in 1934. 
The latter figures reflected the 
usual Republican voting decline in 
the south in off-years.

In some parts of the country 
simple goitre is present in more 
than one-third of all school girls 
and more ,than one-fifth of all 
school boys, due to insufficient 
iodin in food and drink. When 
children get a suitable iodin ra- 
tion they are much less likely to 
have enlarged neck. , 


Many girls and some boys in 
their early ‘teens, whether they 
have any thyroid eniargement or 
not, begin to mope at a time when 


be full of the vivacity of youth 
and the joy of living. Parents 
worry about them needlessly. 
There is always plenty to worry 
about, in bringing up children, but 
if your young son or daughter of 
12 to 15 begins to.mope and pine 
and be inclined to melancholy and 
doleful day-dreaming, don’t recall 
that your uncle went insane—we 
all had more or less of that in the 
family—and don’t worry about 
some secret vice; for there is no 
ground for that notion—but give 
the child the benefit of medical 
care. Let your doctor examine the 
child particularly for incipient tu- 
berculosis. Meanwhile see that the 
child gets a suitable iodin ration 
—say a drop or two or three drops 
of common tincture of iodin, 
dropped from the glass rod in the 
iodin vial, in a drink: of water 
once a week the year around or 
else every day for a mofth in 
each of the four seasons of the 
year. 

Even in cases of exophthalmic 
goitre (Basedow’s disease; “toxic” 
goitre, inward goitre), the symp- 
toms of which.are sometimes dif- 
ficult to distinguish from those of 
incipient pulmonary tuberculosis, 
a suitable iodin ration seems to 
have only beneficial effects. In 
the goitre belt, particularly in 
Michigan, the use of iodized salt 
in place of common salt by a large 
portion of the population (by rec- 
ommendation of the Michigan 
health - authorities) has brought 
about a definite decrease in the 
number or proportion of opera- 
tions for goitre in that part of the 
country. 

In a communication from “the 
tired college girl’s” mother, which 
I printed in my column, the value 
of an iodin ration as one remedy 
for what another doctor feared 
might be “verging on neuras- 
thenia” is indicated. The tired col- 
lege girl’s mother wrote: 

My 16-year-old daughter had 
been under the doctor’s care for 
more than a year for anemia. 
That was overcome by the doc- 
tor’s treatment but she still suf- 
fered from a kind of chronic fa- 
tigue which seemed impossible to 
overcome. She had been ready for 
college since September but un- 
abel to go because of this great 
lassitude. I gave her the Iodin 
Ration according to the instruc- 
tions in your monograph. The re- 
sult has been simply unbelievable. 
The doctor told me to keep right 
on with it. She is very happy and 
I am So grateful . .. she was so 
tired she couldn’t enjoy life as 
other young people do. Now she is 
bubbling over... . 

I repeat, in my judgment every- 
body who is not under medical 
care should take a regular iodin 
ration. If you are under medical 
care for any particular trouble, 
ask your physician. about it. 
Youngsters in their ’teens should 
be “bubbling over,” not moody 
and lackadaisical as too many of 
them are, just for want of a wee 
drop of iodin.

Together as a Love Seat

“We're in a flurry trying to 
make some changes in the house 


before Christmas,” writes Mrs. R. 
H. R. “We are going to buy two 
new living room chairs, possibly 
a new rug and an odd table. We 
have ah English sofa in wine col- 
or, an arm chair in green wool, 
two white leather chairs, lamps in 
gold and white, a mahogany 
spinet desk, and tables, coffee 
table, broadloom rug in a honey 
tone, draperies in brown satin 
lined with eggshell satin, eggshell 
celanese glass curtains, a dramatic 
pair of negro figures (Black- 
amoors) in bright costumes, and 
woodwork in cream. 
We Have in Mind. 

“T will tell you what changes 
we had in mind, but please do not 
let me influence you. The two 
new chairs we are considering 
have but one arm each and we 
want to use them on either side 
of the fireplace. The reason for 
the one arm, as you no doubt 
know, is so as to put them. to- 
gether as a love seat and in one: 
or two other positions. They can 
be had in either satin or brocade 
with fringe around the bottom— 
they have piped backs. The colors 
available are chartreuse or brown 
with eggshell stripes. If char- 
treuse, then brown fringe, and if 
brown, then eggshell fringe. We 
also thought if we got a solid color 
we would prefer brocade to satin 
because of the wearing qualities.

Eating Between Meals _ 
Is No Longer a Crime 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


You can teach an old dieter 
new tricks. Eating between meals 
and even eating sweets, always 
regarded as fatal to a reducing 
diet, are now in high favor. 

The idea is not to let your diet 
take all the starch out of you. 
When you begin to get that all- 


stead of sticking it out until 
lunch time, have something sweet 
to provide quick energy—a ba- 
nana, a glass of fruit juice, a glass 
of skim milk, even a bonbon. Then 
at 4 p. m., another zero hour for 
many a reducer, have a cup of 
tea with a lump of sugar, some 
fruit juice or a sweet of some 


According to dietetic experi- 
ments, your energy needs are more 
adequately covered by taking food 
at frequent intervals. The new 
theory is that sweets, used in 
moderation, can be made an im- 
portant part of the reducing diet. 
The reduction in calories, neces- 
sary for the loss of weight, may 
be an uncomfortable change ac- 
companied by a feeling of depres- 
sion, nervousness or headaches. 
These symptoms may. be asso- 
ciated with the reduction in the 
blood sugar. An actual weakness 
results from the exhaustion of 
available energy and reduced 
blood sugar. This can be counter- 
acted by eating a moderate amount 
of sweets between meals for quick 
energy. 

These in-between-meal calories, 
however, are not extra. They must 
be figured in with your daily al- 
lowance and the total must not 
your normal 
allowance if you are to lose your 
two pounds per week. It is easy 
to juggle the calories’ to include 
these snacks withdtt exceeding 
your limit. 

A minimum of fat in the re- 
ducing diet continues to be the 
rule and this rule must be strictly 
observed when you take food 
more often. It is a fact that body 
fat is stored more easily from food 
fat than from othes fuel foods. 
Also, remember that the fats are 
higher in calories than the other 
food elements. One ounce of but- 
ter, for example, contains two and 
one-fourth times as many calories 
as an ounce of sugar. It is a wise,

Of Three-Bid 


Response

This is the ninth of a series 
of articles covering the complete 
range of opening suit bids. 


THREE-BID RESPONSES. 
Unmistakably revealing the 
presence of an established suit that 
needs no help, the opening three- 
bid exerts a definite influence on 
partner’s responsé. Temporarily at 
least, the three bidder assumes 
command of the situation. 

. Any response is made for the 
purpose of indicating the charac- 
ter and strength of the hand in 
support to the opening three-bid. 
It is not made with the purpose 
of denying trump assistance when 
trump help is of no consequence. 

NOTRUMP STRENGTHENED. 

Requirements for responding 
three notrump to either a major 
or~minor, three bid have. been 
strengthened to 1 1-2 honor tricks 
divided in at least two suits, in- 
stead of one honor trick in two 
suits. 

To make a suit takeout at the 
same level, as responding three 
spades to an opening three heart 
bid, requires normally 1 1-2 hon- 
or tricks. When the takeout suit 
is long or strong this might be 
shaded slightly. 

Suit takeouts made at the four 
level, as responding four clubs aft- 
er a three-spade opening remain 
unchanged. The four-level take- 
out in a lower ranking suit prom- 
ises 2 1-2 honor tricks minimum 
and a suit headed by ace-king, 
ace-queen or king-queen. 

SUIT RAISE UNCHANGED. 

Partner may respond with a 
jump suit takeout, as four hearts 
over three clubs to show a set-up 
suit in hearts. A raise can be made 
with three small trumps and a 
singleton or holding 1 1-2 honor 
tricks.

Seven non-paid directors would select their chief director, 
who, of course, would have complete charge of the program for 
the future. 

There is no way of knowing what will be worked out. But 
there is certain to come out of the discussion something that 
will work for the betterment of state wildlife. 

Governor Rivers obviously is anxious to see that 
the people are granted their wishes in regard to the 
betterment of game and fish conditions. 

The main thing today, it seems, is for the hunters and fish- 
ermen to rally to the cause. The more who attend the mnie 
the larger the voice they will have. There naturally js strengt 
in numbers and it’s no secret that a large part of the sportsmen 
who buy licenses are highly interested. 


But high interest and personal appearance are two 
different things. The open meeting idea, originating 
with the Governor’s committee, is a great thing. . 


Differences may arise, and all that, but out of the pros and 
cons of floor debate, there likely is to come a feasible solution 
to the present problem, which, it may be added, is pressing. 


TALKING POINTS. 

If the majority favor the commission form of management, 
as they seem to do, a couple of good talking points come to 
mind.

RAY X-RAYS REVEAL 
FRACTURE OF SKULL 


Rome Physician Attributes 
Loss of Memory to Pres- 
sure on Brain. 


Special to THE CONSTITUTION. 

ROME, Ga., Dec. 14—Rome 
physicians, who today examined 
and X-rayed Walter B. Ray, 32- 
year-old Griffin upholsterer and 
victim of a condition bordering on 
amnesia, tonight attributed his 
loss of memory to pressure on the 
brain, caused by a dangerous and 
hitherto undiscovered skull frac- 
ture. 

Ray, believed to have been 
slugged and robbed at Griffin 
eight days ago, appeared in Car- 
roliton the next day, his mind a 
blank, and remained unidentified 
until Friday night. Physicians who 
examined him in Carrollton first 
discovered a severe head wound, 
and voiced a theory that he had 
been thrown from an automobile. 

X-rayed at Hospital. 

Ray was identified and brought 
here by his brother, the Rev. Fred 
H. Ray, Lindale Methodist min- 


several days. He was taken to a 
Rome hospital today, and doctors 
Said ‘X-rays revealed a_ serious 
fracture on the opposite side of 
his head from the previously dis- 
covered wound. They expressed 
the belief that pressure on the 
brain, caused by this injury, had 
caused his loss of memory. 

Though Ray’s condition was re- 
ported critical, physicians said 
they believe he will recover. 

Recognizes Relatives. 

Mrs. Fred H. Ray said today 
that her brother-in-law, since be- 
ing brought to Lindale, had grad- 
ually begun to recognize relatives. 
At times, she: said, he would laugh 
and joké with members of the 
family, and read newspapers, then 
would lapse into a deep, melan- 
cholic mood, apparently trying to 
think coherently. 

When told the names of various 
relatives, she said; Walter Ray 
would recognize them, but some- 
times Re would forget who one 
of his brothers was and ask about 
him. Today, she said, he recog- 
nized various r@atives voluntarily 
for the first time. 

However, she added, he still 
doesn’t remember anything of his 
past. Though an upholsterer by 
trade, she said, he asked “what is 
upholstery?” and declared he has 
never heard of Griffin, where he 
has lived several years.

Further St. Simons Inquiry Looms 
Despite Movement for ‘Clean Bill’ 


Resolutions Cite Present Absence of Gambling and With- 
draw Demand for Official Action; No Gaming 
Since Labor Day, Commission Is Told. 


BRUNSWICK, Ga., Dec. 14.— 
(P)—Some St. Simons Island resi- 
dents indicated today “further ac- 


tion” would be sought in connec- 
tion with an investigation of al- 
leged gambling at the resort. 

They claimed the action at a 
mass meeting this week, at which 
vice conditions were denied and 
a ninvestigative committee was 
disbanded, did not represent the 
sentiment of a majority of the is- 
landers. More than 100 residents 
attended the meeting. 

The last of three mass meetings 
also adopted resolutions which 
also gave the resort area “clean 
bill of health” and delivered a 
vote of confidence in Glynn coun- 
ty commissioners. 

Lee’s Activities. 

At the first session, following 
developments in the February 
slaying of the Rev. Charles H. 
Lee, St. Simons rector, an investi- 
gation into vice conditions was 
asked. Officials had said the aged 
rector’s criticism of gambling led 
to his slaying. 

Glynn commissioners banned 
slot machines and gambling on 
the island last week. County po- 
lice were instructed to notify all 
operators that slot machines must 
be discontinued in a reasonable 
time. 

The county board will not meet 
again until the first week in Jan- 
uary, and last night’s resolutions 
cannot be presented before then. 
Some islanders indicated further 
meetings would be held, but lead- 
ers in the movement declined to 
issue a statement. 

Text of Resolutions. 

The resolutions said: 

“Resolved, first: That this meet- 
ing as a whole go on record as 
saying to the press that there are 
no vice conditions existing, nor 
have they existed, on St. Simons 
Island; that in the opinion of the 
majority of people present this is 


the cleanest and loveliest resort in 
the country and that talk of vice 
conditions originated from a press 
report obtained from only one 
person, who soughf newspaper 
notoriety by insulting this com- 
munity by claims of non-existant 
vice conditions (subsequently, in- 
vestigations by some of the larg- 
est newspapers and magazines in 
the United States reported abso- 
lutely no vice conditions existing 
on St. Simons Island); that it is a 
fact that although open gambling 
tables were tried on the island 
during the past summer in order 
to attract a great many vacation- 
ists that were patronizing other 
resorts, the operators found that 
open gambling did not attract the 
proper crowd and that they them- 
selves voluntarily abolished this 
type of gambling on Labor Day 
for good, and as there has not 
been gambling here since Labor 
Day that it was unnecessary to 
bring the matter up in the meet- 
ing in November, two months 
after the same was abolished vol- 
untarily, and further that this 
meeting strike from its records 
the demands to stop something 
that is non-existent; 

“Resolved, second: That this 
meeting withdraw its demands 
delivered to our county commis- 
sioners and instead give them our 
vote. of confidence in their ability 
to manage the affairs of Glynn 
county, offering our whole-heart- 
ed support to their efforts in our 
behalf... and 

“Resolved, third; that the idea 
of a mass meeting (taking the law 
into our own hands) was a mis- 
take; that mass meetings and 
lynchings are in the same class 
and that this meeting be declared 
at an end and that we adjourn at 
once for all times and that the 
press be requested to give us as 
good a constructive story as it did 
a story that was ill-advised and 
destructive.”

Head College of Arts 
Election of Dr. James Harris 
Purks Jr., Emory physicist, as 
dean of the Emory University 
College of Arts and Sciences, was 
announced yesterday by President 
Harvey W. Cox. 

Dr. Purks was elected by. the 
board of trustees’ executive com- 
mittee and will take office imme- 
diately.

was elected vice president of the 
university in June. 

The new dean is a native of 
Bartow, Ga., a graduate of Madi- 
son High school, Emory and Co- 
lumbia Universities and member 
of a family long outstanding in 
Georgia education. 

From Family of Educators. 
His father, James H. Purks, is 
superintendent of schools at Madi- 
son; an uncle, J. E. Purks, is su- 
periritendent at Cedartown and is 
former president of the Georgia 
Education Association. Another 
uncle, the late W. A. Purks, was 
for more than 30 years super- 
intendent of Greene county 
schools. An aunt, Miss Annie 
Purks, is a teacher in Richmond 
county schools. 

President Cox said Dean Purks 
would continue teaching in the de- 
partment of physics, where he is 
professor. Dr. Purks became a 
student at Emory in 1919, after 
two years as a bank teller in 
Madison. He was graduated with 
highest honors in i923, was a 
mathematics instructor for a year 
at Georgia Tech, then entered the 
Columbia University Graduate 
school. He received a master’s 
degree in physics in 1925, a Ph. D, 
in 1928. 

Noted for Research. 

At Columbia, Dr. Purks was dis- 
tinguished for research in X-ray 
and assisted development of the 
double crystal X-ray spectrometer. 
Dr. Purks now is physicist for the 
Steiner clinic and the Robert Win- 
ship clinic in Atlanta, cancer re- 
search and treatment institutions. 

Dr. Purks joined the Emory 
faculty in 1930 as assistant pro- 
fessor of physics. He became as- 
sociate professor in 1933, a full 
professor in 1937. 

President Cox said Dr. White 
would continue as dean of the 
graduate school as well as vice 
president; Stipe will devote his 
full time to the duties of univer- 
sity registrar.

Stradivarius or Guarnerius 
To Be Played by Emi- 
nent Violinist. 

Jascha Heifetz, ‘among the most 
eminent of the world’s violinists, 
returns to Atlanta for a concert at 
the city auditorium at 8:30 o’clock 
tonight. It will be the first time 
he has played here in six years, 
and his concert is one of the out- 
standing features of the current 
All-Star Concert Series. More 
than 4,500 tickets have been sold 
for this event, and only special 
seats placed in the orchestra pit 
and in the extreme side sections 
of the balcony are available. 

Heifetz owns several celebrated 
violins, known to connoiseurs and 
collectors. His favorites, however, 
are his Guarnerius and his Stradi-. 
varius, one of which he will play 
tonight. 

The Guaranerius, dated 1742, 
formerly belonged to Wilhelm}, 
the great German artist who tour- 
ed the country in the 1800’s. Be- 
fore: that it was the property of 
Ferdinand David, the famous 
violinist of the last century. He 
was the teacher of Wilhelmj and 
gave it to his pupil in his old age. 
At one time, ‘too, it came into the 
possession of the Spanish virtuoso, 
Sarasate, who played it for two 
years. Known as the “David 
Guarerius,” it is listed in all cata- 
logues of historic instruments. 
The Stradivarius, made in the 
year 1731, is one of the finest ex- 
amples of the master’s last period. 
This beautiful golden-brown in- 
strument is particularly precious to 
Heifetz since it is intimately bound 
up with his career. When he first
